The  President's  Report  To  Alumni 


On  1  July,  1991  I  began  my 
second  year  as  President  of  the 
University  of  St  Michael's  Col- 
lege. This  first  issue  of  St 
Michael's  since  that  date  pro- 
vides me  with  the  opportunity 
to  report  briefly  to  you  on  the 
present  financial  situation  of 
St  Michael's. 

Any  such  report  must  begin 
with  an  expression  of  deep 
gratitudetothemorethan  three 
thousand  six  hundred  donors 
tothe  1990-91  Annual  Fund.  A 
record  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  thousand  dollars  were 
donated  by  you,  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College.  In- 
cluded in  thisamount  is  a  major 
gift  by  the  Basilian  Fathers  of 
St  Michael's,  a  donation  over 
and  above  their  contribution  of 
one  half  of  their  salaries  and 
their  substantial  gift  to  the 
Capital  Campaign.  The 
Basilian  commitment  to  St 
Michael's  remains  strong  and 
enduring. 

A  full  report  on  our  Capital  Campaign 
will  be  sent  to  you  when  that  drive  is 
completed.  It  is  a  credit  to  you  and  to 
other  friends  of  St  Michael's  that  I  am 
able  to  report  that  over  two  million  of  the 
almost  four  million  dollars  pledged  in  the 
Campaign  has  now  been  received.  Al- 
though a  date  has  not  yet  been  set  for  the 
start  of  construction,  the  architectural 
design  work  and  other  planning  for  our 
projects,  including  anew  academicbuild- 
ing  and  total  renovation  of  the  Coach 
House  behind  Alumni  Hall  as  a  lecture 
theatre  are  well  underway.  Although 
construction  costs  in  Toronto  have  borne 
the  impact  of  the  recession,  a  factor  which 
should  work  to  our  advantage  if  we  can 
begin  work  in  the  next  twelve  months,  it 
is  already  very  clear  to  me  from  my 
meetings  with  our  architects  that  we  will 
need  all  the  monies  pledged  to  complete 
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construction  to  a  standard  that  we  can 
point  to  with  satisfaction  and  pride  in  the 
future. 

The  generosity  of  the  alumni  and 
friends  of  St  Michael's,  even  in  hard 
financial  times,  is  one  of  the  many  posi- 
tive and  encouraging  experiences  of  my 
first  year  in  the  President's  office.  The 
spirit  of  the  College,  as  expressed  in  its 
students,  faculty  and  staff,  I  have  found 
to  be  extremely  positive  and  supportive. 
Our  students  continue  to  achieve  aca- 
demic distinction  that  makes  graduates 
of  previous  generations,  including  my- 
self, proud  to  be  associated  with  St 
Michael's.  This  past  year  students  gradu- 
ating from  the  College  won,  among  other 
prestigious  scholarships,  one  of  only  three 
Governor  General's  Gold  Medals  awarded 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  inaugu- 
ral Canada  Memorial  Foundation  fellow- 


ship, and  a  Mellon  scholarship. 
Students  have  also  joined  whole- 
heartedly in  the  efforts  to  obtain 
city  approval  for  the  Bay  Street 
property  development  plan.  The 
graduating  classes  of  8T7  to  9T1 
have  pledged  almost  $60,000  to- 
wards improvements  to  our  facili- 
ties and  student  services,  improve- 
ments which  could  not  otherwise 
be  funded.  And  what  is  more,  by 
the  completion  of  the  Capital  Cam- 
paign they  will  have  donated 
$250,000  toward  our  goal. 

In  several  meetings  since  it  was 
constituted,  the  new  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Collegium  has  con- 
centrated on  finding  ways  to  sta- 
bilize and  then  reduce  our  operat- 
ing deficit.  Only  absolutely  neces- 
sary expenditures  have  been  ap- 
proved; some  staff  who  have  re- 
tired have  not  been  replaced;  our 
Food  Services  Department  is  un- 
dergoing a  major  reorganization; 
renovation,  landscaping,  and 
signage  programmes  have  been 
defeired,  and  only  essential  main- 
tenance projects  are  being  undertaken.

The  Kelly  Lecture  -  A  Night  to  Remember 


President  Alivay,  the  Eminent  Chancellor  Cardinal  Carter,  Father 
Gustavo  Gutierrez,  Dean  of  Theology  Father  Michael  Fahey,  S.J. 


On  19  March,  Father  Gustavo  Gutierrez, 
parish  prient,  internationally  renowned  scholar 
of  Liberation  Theology  and  professor  at  the 
Institute  Bartolome  de  las  Casas  in  Lima,  Peru, 
delivered  the  1990-91  Kelly  Lecture  to  an  audi- 
ence of  over  seven  hundred  eager  listeners  who 
overflowed  the  Brennan  Assembly  Hall  and  filled 
Brennan  Lounge. 

Father  Gutierrez,  speaking  movingly  from 
only  notes,  reflected  on  the  significance  of  our 
observance  in  1992  of  the  1492  expedition  of 
Columbus  to  the  New  World.  In  a  balanced 
presentation  he  stressed  the  importance  in  the 
Gospel  of  an  active  concern  for  the  poor  and  our 
obligation  to  recognize  and  respect  cultures 
other  than  our  own. 

After  the  formal  lecture,  Father  Gutierrez 
answered  questions  from  the  audience  and  chat- 
ted with  many  friends  and  admirers  during  the 
reception  that  concluded  the  evening.  He  had 
unch  the  following  day  with  the  members  of  the 
Faculty  of  Theology  and  then  returned  to  his 
parish  in  Limafor  the  ceremonies  of  Holy  Week. 

Father  Gutierrez  left  his  listeners  with  much 
to  think  about,  and  with  the  memory  of  a  man  of 
learning,  simplicity,  zeal  and  prayerfulness.

The  effect  of  these  econo- 
mies has  been  to  arrest  the 
recent  upward  climb  of  our 
operating  deficit.  Next  year 
will  see  our  first  reduction  in 
this  deficit  category,  but  it 
will  still  be  dangerously  high 
at  $2.7  million. 

Two  years  ago  it  had  been 
anticipated  that  by  this  time 
a  major  cash  income  would 
have  been  realized  from  the 
development  of  the  Bay 
Street  property.  Unexpect- 
edly prolonged  negotiations 
with  City  authorities  and 
neighbourhood  groups  have 
delayed  final  closing  of  the 
sale,  and  the  effect  of  the 
recession  will  influence  the 
date  of  the  initial  substan- 
tial payment.  This  length- 
ened process  means  that  St 
Michael's  will  experience 
severe  financial  strain  over 
the  next  three  to  four  years 
as  we  put  in  place,  with  the 
advice  of  our  Finance  Com- 
mittee, necessary  bridge  fi- 
nancing for  the  College.  We 


are,  however,  confident  that 
these  lengthy  and  complex  pro- 
cedures will  be  favourably  con- 
cluded and  we  will,  with  the 
help  of  the  endowment  to  be 
established  from  the  land  sale, 
achieve  a  break-even  fiscal  po- 
sition. 

Some  difficult,  but  not  des- 
perate, years  remain  ahead. 
The  College  has  a  plan  to  deal 
with  present  and  future  needs, 
and  the  worry,  the  hard  deci- 
sions, sacrifices  and  stringent 
budget  policies  should  be  seen 
as  a  very  worthwhile  price  to 
pay  to  maintain  and  develop 
the  tradition  of  excellence  in 
Catholic  higher  education  that 
has  been  the  hallmark  of  St 
Michael's  for  over  a  century. 

I  have  every  confidence  that 
the  friends  and  alumni  of  St 
Michael's,  together  with  the 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  ad- 
ministration now  at  the  Col- 
lege, will  take  the  actions  nec- 
essary to  secure,  through  the 
next  decade  and  into  the  new 
century,  the  future  of  this  great 
institution. 


Bay  Street  Development 

Receives  Toronto  City 

Council  Approval 


At  its  12  August  meeting  the  Toronto  City  Council,  by  an 
11-5  vote  -  which  reflected  council  members  clear  understand- 
ing of  St.  Michael's  financial  situation  -  gave  final  approval  to 
the  plan  for  the  development  of  the  St  Michael's  Bay  Street 
property.  This  favourable  vote  concludes  a  procedure  which 
has  lasted  more  than  three  years  and  moves  the  College  closer 
to  the  implementation  of  a  difficult  decision  to  sell  the  Bay 
Street  land,  a  decision  which  involved  considerable  input  from 
students,  administration,  alumni,  faculty  and  other  friends 
and  professional  advisers  of  St  Michael's. 

Neighbourhood  and  other  interest  groups  opposed  to  the 
development  have  indicated  their  determination  to  appeal  the 
City  Council's  decision  to  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  which 
has  the  power  to  overturn  that  decision.  Such  an  appeal,  if 
undertaken,  would  take  up  to  eighteen  months  thus  resulting 
in  further  delays  to  the  beginning  of  construction  and  payment 
to  the  College  of  the  initial  major  portion  of  the  sale  price.  Some 
satisfaction  can  be  taken  from  the  fact  that  progress,  while 
exceedingly  slow,  has  been  continual.
